REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the present application is respectfully requested. With 
entry of the amendments made herein, claims 1, 3, 4, and 6-11 will be pending 
in this application. Claims 1,3, and 4 are amended. Claims 2 and 5 are 
canceled. Claim 11, added herein, is a claim that depends from claim 4 and 
recites the subject matter of claim 3, which depends from claim 1. Claims 6-10 
are withdrawn. 

In the Office Action, claims 2 and 4 were objected to on the grounds that 
they recite allowable subject matter, but depend from a rejected claim, namely, 
claim 1. Claim 1 is amended to incorporate the subject matter of claim 2, and 
also is amended to recite positive method steps. The latter action is intended to 
cure the objection to claim 1 on the grounds that claim Iwas not in proper 
method claim format. In view of the actions described above, claim 1 is believed 
to be in condition of allowance. 

Claim 4 is amended to incorporate the subject matter of claim 1, as 
amended herein, but does not include the subject matter of claim 2. Claim 4 is 
believed to be in condition of allowance, in view of the favorable conmients 
made in the Office Action concerning same. 

Claims 1 and 5 are subject to a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), 
based on Kimio (JP 63290640). Claim 3 is subject to a rejection under 35 
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U.S.C. § 103(a), based on Kimio in view of Baumgartner, U.S. Patent No. 
6,783,190. Claim 5 is canceled herein. It is believed that the incorporation of 
claim 2 into claim 1, and the rewriting of claim 4 as an independent claim that 
incorporates all limitations of claun 1 , overcomes the rejections under sections 
102(b) and 103(a). 

In view of the actions discussed above, Applicant respectfully submits 
that the application is in condition of allowance.
